He would certainly be a
mad physician who would give his fever-
ed patients stimulants to raise the fever
higher and higher, until vitality was eon-
sumed, Our garden s0il can scarcely be
too rich, but it must be richness retentive
of moisture, and not as would be thn case
if stable manure was applied in the
spring, be a richness which burned every
thing in contact with it. Ho, then for

them up, turn the manure under, and
when the early seed time comes you need
not fear but a harvest will follow.
